The strike of tha chair coolies has com to end, 
and on the 20th instant a onmbor of them 
resumed thoir dutios, Tho sottleniont of the 
dispute has been arrived at, wo beliave, by con- 
edasions on both sides. The Government will 
enforce the rule as to photographing, but has 
agreed to allow the chair coolies to find subati- 
tutes for a short time when such becom neces- 
sary. Their not being able todo this being the 
only part of theregulation to which tho coolies 
tobjected,hey have exprassed themselves par- 
feotly satisfied with the arrangements as thoy 
now stand, .and havo apphed for their licences 
Provionsly to thosottlomont of the strike a placard 
had been posted in the stedots by the chair coo- 
lies of which tho following is a translation — 

“Woe. hereby maka known. that in con- 
sequence of the foreiraers haviug required us to 
be photographed we have allstrack work. This 
rogulation, oppreases us and is of no benefit to 
the Chinese. We earnestly beg, thorofors, all 
private ohair coolies ts act with us and to, strike 
after recelving thoir waves 80 that wo may com- 
pel the foreigners to comply with our reqnast 
and withdraw theordor as to photographing, We 
will thou tako out our liconses and resume work 
as usnal. If other man should take tho plago 
of the private chair coolies we will undertake to 
attend to the matter.”

WRECK OF THE BRITISH BARQUE

The British schooner Beatrice, Captain Wil- 
lining, which arrived at Yokohama onthe 12th 
instant from Guam, brought np the captain aad 
orew of the British barque Afton, recentlywreck- 
od after striking on a reof off the Island of 
Lisanaky, about 800 miles from “Honoluln. ‘To
